Thirty Millions for France. 


I have here a big sheaf of sheets 


filled with figures. One item is thirteen 
million and odd dollars—the amount 
which, up to that time, had gone to the 
local chapters of the Red Cross in the 
United States for local relief. Twenty- 
five per cent of the money subscribed 
through the chapters eventually goes 
that way. 


Over thirty millions Imve been ap- 


propriated for work in France. Here 
is n million and n quarter—in round 
numbers—for military hospitals and 
dispensaries; over a mil i ion :;nd u 1m If 
for canteen service, where Trench and 
American soldiers, relieved from the 
trenches, can get good food, a cot, a 
bath, nnd have their clothes disinfected 
—and so go on for their brief holiday 
clean, rested, nourished. There are 
over three millions for hospital supply) 
service; half a million for rest sta- 
tions for American troops. 


Aid of refugees—eleven thousand 


families—accounts for nearly three' 
million dollars; caro and prevention of 
tnhcrcnlosis takes over two millions; 
rare of helpless children over a mil- 
lion; relief work in six devastated dis-, 


tricts, including care of five thousand 
families and sufficient reconstruction 
to make houses habitable, required 
over two millions. 


Misery on an Unparalleled Scale. 


These are all large items; but the 


Red Cross is grappling with human 
misery on an unparalleled scale—a 
world of it The item for relief of the 
buuu uiuuuuu, to iuur Luuilrcd uiou- 
sand dollars. The dispensary service 
sends supplies to more than thirty-four 
hundred hospitals. The Red Cross re- 
ceives and distributes more than two 
hundred tons of supplies daily at Paris. 
For this distribution and its other 
work it requires a big transportation 
service of motors and trucks. This 
transportation service has cost a mil- 
lion and a half, and its operating ex- 
penses run to a million dollars. 


Every dollar it spends means misery 


alleviated. Its work is building abroad 
for the United States the best good will 
in this world. It Is building the bPSt 
good will among ourselves. Whatever 
else the war may produce, we shnll be 
proud of our Red Cross.

In 1913 little Marie was born In a vil- 


lage not far from ilezieres, in tlie 
Ardennes.

In an old Norse tale, the dragon

men behind him." It has been said 
that the morale of an army depends 
upon the spirit of the nation's women, 
more than upon any other single fac- 
tor. That is good sense. The woman 
at home can be a dead weight on the 
man in the field, or .she can double 
his strength and courage by making 
him feel that she is as truly in the 
service as he is. Unfortunately, the 
woman at home does not always real- 
ize this. A lad I know writes from 
camp: "Can't you drop a hint to sister 
to cut out the sob stuff? I didn't go 
into this thing for a picnic—I know 
what I'm up against all right She 
needn't rub it in." 


One Imagines what sister's letters 


must hare been. 
Compare that pic- 


ture with what this shows you of a 
different kind of sister—I quote word 
for word from the middle of a friendly 
letter: "Christmas Eve I had word 
from Dad tbat my youngest brother 
had been officially reported killed in 
action. 
We had a telegram Thanks- 


giving Day that he was reported miss- 
ing, but, of course, we hoped. So far 
we have no details, though Dad has 
cabled to several. 


Went Gladly—Prepared to Dl«. 


"My brother had been In the service 


since 1915; he went1" absolutely gladly 
and quite prepared to die If needs be; 
he had just gotten out of the hospital 
after an attack of trench fever and 
in a letter I have from him, written 
the day he was Killed, he said he was 
feeling pretty fit except that his arms 
and legs still ached a bit, and, of 
course. I ache when I -think he may 
have gone back too soon. He wouldn't 
mention any little discomforts. 


"We are wonderfully busy. I par- 


celed 320 ssveaters, 270 pairs socks, 75 
scarfs and 75 pairs wristlets last 
week—so far we have sent 1,500 sweat- 
ers, 1,600 pairs socks and over 500 of 
the other articles just from this valley; 
we are very proud. Our knitters can 
use 300 pounds of wool a week with 
ease, if we could only pay for it 


"I wish you might have dropped in 


Monday evening to see 15 ladies, heads 
of the Mormon Girls' League, and 15 
ladies, heads of the Mormon relief 
workers, all here planning Red Cross 
work. It will be a good thing for our 
church to have them know us better 
and fear us less. They are such a 
splendid lot of women." 


So many could have a spirit like 


this, if they would. So much of the 
"sob stuff" is due simply to thought- 
lessness and to lack of habitual self 
control. I wish that every woman in 
this country might have a day 'on duty 
at tho door of the hostess house at an 
embarkation camp, a day given up to 
seeing how other women hear the or 
deal of goodbye, and how their atti- 
tude reacts upon their men. After 
my first such day I felt I never could 
whimper again. One meets all phases 
of weakness and strength—the hero- 
ism is not sensational but of a quiet, 
matter-of-fact kind that grips the 
heart. 


He Has Never Seen Me Cry. 


To one woman with a baby In 


her arms I had to break the news 
that she had made her long journey 
too late—her man was gone. 
She— 


this may seem incredible, but it is 
true—she was sorry for me. Another 
a pretty, plump little dimpled thing 
who did not look as if she were made 
of "heroic material, told me that she 
was leaving that afternoon as she did 
not want to wait to see her husband 
go. 
"Fou see," she explained, "he 


hasn't seen me cry once since the war 
began, and I don't want him to. I'm 
glad and proud for him to go and do 
his little bit, and he knows it, too. But 
if he should see me cry he couldn't 
help remembering that sometimes." 


A friend of mine, a young teacher, 


was married only a short time ago. 
Now her husband, physically disquali- 
fied for the nrmy, has gone over as a 
T. M. C. A. secretary, and she lias 
gone back to her teaching to support 
herself while he is gone. She does not 
call it sacrifice, either. 
She, too, Is 


glad and proud. 


If the understanding of what our 


spirit means to our men-Is once fully 
burned 
into the 
consciousness of 


American women, if we, like onr sis- 
ters of France and of England, fall in 
behind our fighting force to bick up 
their efforts with every power w* bftve 
in bc-dy nnd mind nnd h»nrt, the war 
for liberty and democracy is won.

Boil two potatoes and rub through a 


sieve, diluting with one-half pint of water. 
When cold, add to the dry ingredients

Pour in a well-greased mold having a

Then 
take the cover off and bake in a moderate 
ove%for about one-half hour.

It goes directly from its source into 
the youngster's stomach without being 
exposed to dirt and germs from fingers, 
bottles, water and air. 
Bottle-feeding, 


therefore, may be associated with a high 
death rate, despite 
extreme care and 


diligent precautions. A mother who fails 
to> do her absolute utmost to nurse her 
infant at the breast stands revealed by 
these facts as one who fails in her great- 
eat duty. 


A babe in the house is a well spring 


of pleasure, but not if it is sick. 
The 


mother who can and (Joes not nurse her 
infant is wilfully blind to the dangers 
of bottle feeding, and risks a calamity 
to hvr child. 


Once the Infant is given a first-class ' 


start in life by maternal nursing' this 
bank capital shou'd be added to by such 
additional items as vaccination against 
smallpox, anti-typhoid vaccination and 
anti-whooping cough vaccine. Nest to

Oil Lands Litigation 


The oil land suit, Uoited States vs. the Southern 


Pacific Eailroad Company, just decided, is one of 
seven. The other six hnve bgen combined and one de- 
cision will dispose- of /them all. The Elk Hills lands, 
involved in the recent decision, are of slightly different 
status from those alffected by the other suits. All of 
the lands had been patented to the railroad company. 
the Elk Hills lands ijn 1904 and the rest in 1S92, 1S94 
and 1S9G. The lauds/ were trauslerred to tiie company 
under an act of Confess passed in I860, as a subsidy 
for building a railrc id from tidewater to the Colorado 
rirer. It is not generally known, perhaps, that the 
original plan of thisjline was through Pacheco Pass. It 
was headed that wviy, but got no further than Alcalde, 
slightly beyond CoaHnga. This line, which now figures 
as a branch, leaving the main line at Goshen. was built 
in 1SSS, and was the last railroad to receive a land 
subsidy. The Southern Pacific Railroad Company is to- 
be distinguished .-frioua the Southern Pacific Company. 
Thousands of acmtMvere subsequently sold by the com- 
pany in what has flince been found to be the oil region. 
It was utilized for farming and grazing, and generally 
brought §2,50 an acre. The.se holdings are .-jeopardized 
with the rest. The ground on which the government 
based its suits is, -that the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company acquired title by fraud, knowing that the 
lands were of a mineral character. The G100 acres in- 
AOlved in the Elf .Hills decision has not yet developed 
oil in paying quanj ities, though the Honolulu Oil Com- 
pany has found ir. in near-by territory of similar for- 
mation. Much of i he land involved in the "billion dol- 
lar suit." howevcr[ which involves a total of over 108,- 
000 acres, lies in &\$ richest oil districts of California. 
TLese suits affect 'thousands of holders, embracing 
innumerable comvmnies and many individuals, oil men, 
farmers and all cjlasscs of people. Ground was laid fnr 
the suits during Tafi's administration, but they were 
instituted in the ifr^gime of Attorney-General Mcl\py- 
nolds. in the first) term of President Wilson. 
Some Particulars of the Litigation

A Lobby Hisses 


Monday's session of the Board of Supervisors was 


livelier than the published proceedings would lead 
one to think. 
An ordinance, fathered by Supervisor 


Schmitz and bearing upon the practice of vivisection, 
came up for consideration. 
There are now no regu- 


lations of or interference by ordinance with vivisec- 
tion, but it was proposed to introduce some that would 
seriously hamper medical research, in the opinion of 
the medical profession. It was proposed to except cats 
and dogs, and to have officers of humane societies 
supervise such operations, or at least have access to 
them- Scientific subjects do not appeal to the popular 
fancy; but those in which, sentiment is involved -gen- 
erally do. Consequently a crowded lobby on this occa- 
sion was attracted because of the effort that was to 
be made to stop or mitigate the practice of using ani- 
mals in the interest of medical science. A strong dele- 
gation of army surgeons was present, as well as repre- 
sentatives irorn orthodox medical societies and a con- 
siderable number of general medical practitioners. The 
lobby demonstrated its bias by applauding arguments 
made for the measure and hissing some of the repre- 
sentations that were made against it. Altogether it 
was rather a painful occasion. It was not thought, 
before the medical men were informed of the gravity 
.of the situation, which resulted in their coming out in 
such force, that there could possibly be more than one 
or two votes for the measure, the subject baring been 
threshed out so many times before various legislative 
bodies : but when the vote was taJcen six were recorded 
in favor of it. The appearance in force of the defenders 
of a practice that had been considered by many as well 
settled, and" the necessity of it, in the opinion of med- 
ical science, was demonstrated. 
Performers Unpaid 


There is painful discord at the City Hall over muni- 


cipal music. Nobody who has anything to do with its 
production is getting paid, except the janitors and elec- 
trician of the Auditorium, The artists who have per- 
formed are behind more than £60*00. Lemare's salary 
for March and April has not been paid. Neither has 
Schiller's, nor the musicians who play, nor the concert 
master, the soloists, the organ tuner, the advertising 
man or any of the considerable staff that lias been 
assembled to produce official music. Jomelli sang once. 
and her fee was 8100. She has been making strenuous 
efforts to get her mon^y, and is totally unable to 
realize. She is also impervious to explanations, and 
gives the auditor's office, the treasurer's office, the 
•iuditorium committee, the Finance committee and ev- 
erybody who appears to have anything to do with city 
affairs an interesting experience when she descends 
upon the city hall to see about it, which is quite often. 
The trouble lies in the fact that all bills for music 
are payable out of the Auditorium fund, and there is 
a good deal less than no money in this fund. Demands 
against it are registered, but as the deficit 'is con- 
stantly increasing the outlook for creditors is dis- 
couraging. The janitors and caretakers are made pre- 
ferred creditors, and that is how they get their money. 
Music in a Mess 


It is now explained that the anomalous position of 


Organist Lemare is due to the fact that the Auditorium 
committee authorized the mayor to renew his contract 
for another year. But the committee broke up in a 
row and is practically disbanded; and it did not report 
its action to the Board of Supervisoi's. and there is 
nothing of record to show that Lemare is an employee 
of the city and entitled to S10.000 a year. As a matter 
of fact, it will require formal action by the board, 
which must be approved by the mayor, to get him iu 
touch with the salary: for he is an alien- it is no 
secret around the City Hall that this complication is 
working embarrassment to the organist. The Portu- 
guese-American Bank has served notice that it Has an 
assignment of his March salary. Chairman of the 
Finance Committee McLeran is not approving his 
salary for April, s\t his year's contract expired on the 
first of that month, and the records do not show that 
be has been a city employee since that rlate.

Rail to Hunter's Point 


It was positively announced in the Board of Super- 


visors that the federal government is to finance the 
project of equipping Hunters Point. According' to this 
information the drydock concern is to be made an 
establishment f'»r tfop repair rather than the construc- 
tion of ships. Two millions are estimated as the cost 
of thus preparing for this line of work, and as Hunter's 
Point is isolated, the construction of a railway to it 
from the business center or the termini of other lines 
is another enterprise that the government is to got 
behind, if the information is to be relied on. The route 
has not been determined — in fact, the whole matter is 
still nebulous — but the line of the boulevard, the pav- 
ing of which is now about finished, is considered the 
logical one. This boulevard, by the way, runs through 
an unflourishing section for a considerable part of the 
distance, where real estate is not of high value, and 
the assessments for the impro\ement are said to be so 
high as to cause some owners to simply abandon their 
lots. In places the assessment reaches the altitude of 
?10 a foot, which on a 25-foot lot would amount to 
|250, more than many subdivisions of that size out 
there are now worth. If the proposition is carried out 
to make the boulevard, a. wnv for ""iri tTinispni-tafion bv 
rail of material to Hunter's Point, the value of real 
estate fronting upon it is not likely to be increased. 
The discussions indicate that it is the purpose to use 
such tracks for the transportation of freight at night 
and for street "car service at other times. 
Fee Goes East 


Charles S. Fee, who for fourteen years has been the . 


passenger traffic manager of the Southern Pacific • 
Company, left Thursday for Chicago, to take up his 
duties on the newly-created passenger traffic com- 
mittee for the region west of the Mississippi under 
Regional Di vector Ashton. There is probably no signa- 
ture more familiar in the West than Mr. Fee's. Every 
purchaser of a ticket over Southern Pacific lines 
acquires his autograph. Probably the thing that gives 
him the greatest satisfaction is that in eight years 
there has not been a fatality to a passenger because of 
a train accident, though in one year alone, that oil 
1916, 45,000,000 passengers were transported. Mr. Fee 
directed the extensive campaign of publicity which 
the Southern Pacific for years conducted throughout 
,the East and Middle West, setting forth the scenic 
attractions and economic advantages of the Pacific 
Coast. Jiis taieiu iu lias nue ui euueavm «a& 0=^- 
cially timely during the Panama Exposition period. 
Mr. Fee is a native of Ohio. He began his railroad 
career with the Michigan Central railroad, going 
thence to the Hannibal & St. Joseph road. Then he 
joined the forces of the Northern Pacific, eventually 
becoming its general passenger and ticket agent He 
came to the Southern Pacific in 1904. He introduced 
the elaborate system of information bureaus that are 
characteristic of this line. No railroad man has been 
shifted from the Pacific Coast by the revolution that 
has resulted from the federal government taking over 
th'e railroad management of tbex country with more 
good wishes from his associates and the large number 
of other friends whom he has won than Mr. Fee. 
A Former San Franciscan 


The death of Marcus Mayer reminds older San Fran- 


ciscans and others who have kept informed as to per- 
sonages having to do importantly with the theatric 
world that he was a San Francisco boy. But his resi- 
dential allegiance may be said to have ended nearly 
fifty years ago, when he went East as advance agent 
of Lawrence Barrett. He managed the first American 
tour of Sarah Bernhardt, and has supervised the activ- 
ities in this country of a number of foreign actors and 
singers, as well as those of a host of Americans. The 
number of stars whose luster was first disco\ered in 
San Francisco has been scT forth many times; but it is 
interesting to recall the Theatrical magnates who began 
tijeir careers here. At least t w o otners who enjoyed 
equal success in the managerial field — David Belasco 
and William A. Brady— are in the height of then' suc- 
cess.

The innocent 
country lad Is employed In a broker's 
office and is sent on many a mission 
where an appearance of honesty is 
needed to bolstei questionable deals. 
It Is to be wondered that the youth 
did not realize -the nature of his busi- 
ness exploits and that his realization 
of the correctness of his employers 
came so late, and in this there is per- 
haps tho only unlikely note in tho 
book, "The Making: of George Groton." 


Bruce Barton has made this book 


valuable and readable mainly for its 
g-ood, common-sense view of business 
and for Its honesty of purpose and 
expression. The story is told in an 
•entertaining and interesting manner 
and Is punctured with sentences that 
cry out to be memorized. 


"There are two classes of workers 


in New York," he says, "those who 
live by really construct^ o enterprise, 
and those who live off each other.

become delicacies. Whales, sharks, and 
Kquid are being caught for food pur- 
poses.

When the American* expeditionary

known as the "silent army," because 
the soldiers did not know how to sins. 
There wero Binders among- the troops. 
But as an army, America In arms was 
mute. Now the United Slates is spend- 
ing thousands of dollars to teach the 
'new army how to sing;. 
Bands aro 


being- organized, and a national com- 
mittee of the Commission on Training^ 
Camp Activities has just .completed 
its. report on "How to raise the Stan- 
dard of Music in tho Army and Navy." 
In other wo'rds, it is costing the United 
States money and time and men, when 
these aro sqrely needed, to do what 
should have been accomplished in the 
schools of this country. 


It may seem that the war Is being 


dragged In to enforce a lesson. 
The 


truth is that war hns boon merely an 
awakening force. 
Music is a means 


of sociallmtlon, and its war uses aro 
merely incidental to ita social value 
to man. 
That it lion come to moan 


so much in the army camps is merely 
the indication (hat there Is paramount 
need there of emphasr/.itiB the social 
factors. 


Let us return to the subject of 


music In 
I tie schools, and to the now 


course of .study recommended by tho 
hig-h school committee Tor the Oak- 
land department. 
And in what fol- 


lows, let It be understood Unit the 
criticism that is offered of this par- 
ticular point in the course of study is 
not the carping: fault-tiiKfing of one 
who would tear down, hut the sug- 
gestions of one vitally Interested in 
tha school department, and tho pri- 
mary purpose ol the committee which 
has Jual made Us report.

report; 


To connect Instruction inora

Thai is a line statement of the very 


function of education, and I believe 
it stands as Die ideal toward which 
the eommUlco Is sincerely working. 
But Is it uot possible that tho com- 
mittee has had its attention a little 
too closely fixed upon tho practical 
phases of Its subject? Lei us consider 
il a little. 


"To the end that the school may be 


a part of life"—that Is the ideal. But 
all life la not woik. Home eight hours 
we work, some eight hours we sleep, 
leaving- eight hours for—shall we Buy 
—.social activities? 
And of tills eight 


hours in which we aro neither bound 
by sleep nor work it la fair to say 
that the majority of us feel that wo 
do most of our living. 


How shall the- schools connoct^hem- 


Holvct) with thin part of life? 
That 


is their problem, and it is no small 
one."Train men to use their leisure 
right," is the advice of a groat mod- 
ern educator, "and you will do much 
toward training them to be good citi- 
zens." 
And to leturn to music in tho 


the schools, pointing this advice, 1 tuko 
Ihl!) from the1 recent bulletin of the 
United States Bureau of Education, a 
bulletin devoted to music In Uio sec- 
ondary schools:

This is the testimony ol many educa- 
tors and musicians, noiably of JOmllo 
Verbruggen, the noted Anglo-Bulglan 
composer and head of tho Conserva- 
tory oC Music of Australia, who 10- 
ccntly made a tour of America study- 
ing music In the schools. 


Tills high standard bus been m.lde 


possible by a ooiibislcut policy toward 
music. The question now presents It- 
self: 
Shall Oakland take a step back- 


ward and depart from this high stan- 
dard/ 
For that Is wh..t the program 


of the high school uirnmilUco means. 


The Junior bjg)i school period, tho 


seventh and eighth grades, are tho 
crucial period In the musical life of 
the boys and girls in (he schools. 
It 


is then that the voices of the boys nro 
emerging into tho place they will hold 
through life. 
It Is thin that the ap- 


preciation of social v tlucs and cul- 
tural values is beginning to become 
a force. 


Drop music for two or three years 


at this period, and It will be difficult 
to woo the boy or girl back to it again. 
And >is at present consiituied, the high 
school curriculum Is not adapted to 
offer any inducement to such a re- 
turn. 
In fact, its strc-as Is laid upon 


the practical, and ho I" Indeed a pupil 
devoted to music who bhall "elect" 
music as, a, study in his first years in 
high school, when U Is not required, 
and when the required studies mako 
so heavy a demand upon his time.

Then ho went 
to war, and for two years was vir- 
tually cut off from all musical proven- 
dor.

May 11 —Through the fortunes of 
shipwreck, or rather of hydroplane 
•wreck, Ensign Richer and Second Mate 
Guerin of a French hydroplane have

On January 12, Ensign Richer, who 


commanded a livdroplanc squadron on 
the Algerian coast, started out w ith 
two hydroplanes on a submarine hunt. 
When twenty miles off the coast, the 
plane in charge of himself and Sec- 
ond Mate Guerm was forced to take 
to the water owing to an accident to 
the motor.

This is 
because of the arduous and heroic 
labor to v. hich the nurse is assigned, 
and, furthermore, since nursing was 
the fundamental service on which the 
organization was founded, she sym- 
bolizes in the public mind the spirit of 
the Red Cross as nothing else can. 


A number 
of different uniforms 


showing the scope of Red 
Cross 
nursing service will be in line. 
The 
nurses in the military hospitals of 
this country will wear the legulation 
white uniform with blue cape" and Red 
Cross cap. Those on European serv- 
ice will wear their street uniform — 
blue serge suit with ulster, dark blue 
hat and tan shoes 


There will also be a service uniform 


of gray crepe, white collars and cuffs 
and Red Cross cap; the rainy day uni- 
form of long rubber coat and hat; the 
tropical uniform of pongee suits, Pan- 
ama hat, tan shoes, long blue veil, 
and the dark blue uniform of the town 
and country nursing service. 


After these will come the publics 
health nurses, who are on duty in the ' 
zones surrounding the cantonments, 
Then there will be the nurses on " 
special service, who will wear a 
chevron on their sleeves 
They will, 
be followed by the home defense 
nurses, a\ailable for special duties in 
their home localities. They wear a 
special1 Red Cross badge and a. white 
hat, but not the regulation Red Cross 
uniform. 
Closing up the nurses' line 
vnll be the dieticians in uniform, in- 
cluding the first aid students and the 
department of Red Cross instruction.

PROTECTION FOE THE PUBLIC. 


In considering the ordinance, passed to the first 


reading, making it a misdemeanor offense for any 
person or association to conduct a campaign for 
public contributions without official permission, 
liie Oakland city council has inaugurated a policy 
both timely and urgently needed for the protection 
of the public. Only by official action can the people 
be properly safeguarded against dishonest or ill- 
judged appeals. 


- As THE TRIBUNE has frequently pointed out, the 
people of this and nearly every other large commun- 
ity havesbeen harassed by solicitations for pur- 
poses not at all essential to the public welfare; by 
professional promoters of "benefit" performances, 
a large percentage of the proceeds of which go to 
the professionals and pathetically little to the ad- 
vertised purpose of the affair. It was urged that 
something be done to insure that all appeals for 
public aid be investigated in an authoritative way. 


Mayor Davie some time ago appointed a commit- 


tee of twenty-seven public-spirited citizens to con- 
sider the situation. This committee finds that it 
cannot be effective in its efforts to protect the pub- 
lic unless supported by an ordinance punishing 
those who disregard its findings and advice. 


The city council is to be commended for its con- 


sideration of the ordinance, which ought to be 
passed forthwith.

IXCEEA6ES IX THE CHURCHES. 


The government's chief statistician for popula- 


tion, TYilliam C. Hunt, in his compilation of dala 
relating to various religious bodies of this country 
for the Bureau of Census, reports^201 religious de- 
nominations in the United States. In arriving at 
this result, which is an increase of thirteen over 
the number in 1906, he has either dropped or con- 
solidated with other religious bodies sixteen de- 
nominations and added twenty-nine to the previous 
total reported. He finds, furthermore, that at the 
end of the year 1916 we had more churches, church j 
members, ministers, Sunday schools, Sunday school 
students, officers and teachers, than w.e had in the 
country ten years before. 
• 


In that ten-year period, the report of which was 


issued yesterday, the number of churches has. in- 
creased from 212,230 to 228,007, the number of 
ministers from 164,830 to 191,722, and the number 
of church members from 35,068,058 to 42,044,374. 
The report thus shows a very considerable gain in 
both churchefcand ministers, and the rather strik- 
ing gain of almost 20 per'cent in membership.

Through the efforts of David Stan- 
Jordan and others the Pinnacles of San 
Benito county were brought to the atten- 
tion of Gifford Pinchot, Secretary of the 
Interior during Theodore Roosevelt's ad- 
ministration. 
Mr. Pinchot realized the 


value of this beauty spot and on the 16th 
day of January. 1908, a proclamation was 
issued setting aside "OSO acres,, situated 
entirely in San Benito county, in the 
Gabilan mountains, townships 16 and IT, 
south of range 7, east in D M., as a na.- 
tional monument. 


TWO ROADS INTO PINNACLES. 
The Pinnacles is approachable either 


from the Salinas valloy \ia Soledad or 
by the Hollister-Tres Pmos way It was 
undoubtedly from the So!"dad side that 
the g-eat 
English 
explorer. Captain 


George Vancouver, entered in 1790, and 
from his description of this region pub- 
lished In his "Voyages and Discoveries" 
in 1798 in London, the point from which 
he viewed this phenomena is determined.

TRAIL THROUGH THE CAVERNS. 
The trail from the end of the auto- 


mobile road is clear for perhaps a quarter 
of a mile; beyond that one must exhibit 
decided skill as a. mountaineer or remain 
behind, for the path winds up and around 
and over great masses of boulders, many 
of which weigh thousands of tons, and 
fallen into a seemingly impenetrable 
mass; then through narrow dark passage- 
ways that resemble huge chimneys. It is 
necessary to make this part of the jour- 
ney with searchlights, so dark and wind- 
ing is the way. 


After passing through these chasms one 


cornea into a narrow passageway which 
opens out into a picturesque gorge. Pass- 
ing up this gorge, a huge upstanding 
formation of conglomerate entirely sep- 
arated from any other formation comes 
into view, which bears a remarkable re- 
semblance to a gigantic knife blade. Thl<5 
rock is known ab "La Machete" and it is 
estimated there are twelve acres in the

Among the subsidiary parts of the me- 


chanism of the automobile eiis'ne. none 
is more important or exerts a greater in- 
iluence on batisfactory operation than the 
pistons and piston rings. Car owners gen- 
erally do noi realise this, but as a matter 
of fact it is only within very recent years 
that the ueaigners and engineers ha\e 


">e matter. »u the owner need not blusii 
at his excusable ignorance. 
The work of thfi piston is not by any 
means a. sinecuie. 
To begin with tnu 
etene the foice ol the impact' 


itroke ana tms pressure often reaches 4UO 
pounds per square inch of piston head 
area. Kext the piston descends on the in- 
take stroke and creates a. vacuum abo^e 
it, which is Mlled by tlie new chaise ot 
explosive sas. And all this must be done 
in a tempeiature that a: times will run as 
high as 500 degrees F 
Obuously then 
the pistons must be made 01 sturdy ma- 
terial, that will kee0 iia shape under the 
high tempeiaturei iiuor.cd 
There must 
not be any appieuaoie leakage oi 
gas 
past the pistons, or the power ot t.ie en- 
gine will be gieatly impaiied, fuel con- 
sumption will be increased and by 
tno 
same token there will be oil leakage and 
carbonisation of the cylinder afilicted 
'A cjlmdei may he tokened to ati lu- 
veited tumbler, inside* \\hich are bosses 
to hold a pm or ai m, to v. Inch is attached 
the connecting rod. The function of the 
piston demands that it shall travel up and 
down within the cylinder. This means 
that it must be made just a. tiny bit 
smaller than the inside of the cylinder, 
moreover, the tendency of all metal to 
expand when heated, places very definite 
limitations to tne tightness of the pis- 
ton's fit. But, there must not be so 


• much space between cylinder and piston 
tnat tne explosive g<is uxu it,aK uuuu- 
ward, and the lubricating oil force its 
way up from below. 


To obviate these possibilities, the pis- 
ton is made with a number of grooves, 
two, three or even four. In these grooves 
flexible rings, having a certain amount 
of spring, are fitted 
These rings stick 
out just a little beyond the surface of the 
piston, cling to the cvlmder wall and 
. consequently keep in the gas and pre- 
vent the oil from making its way into 
the combustion chamber 


VARIED EXPERIMENTS. 
From the beginning of the automobile 
age until today many different materials 
have been experimented -with in the at- 
tempt to find the best piston material. 
At the present time cast iron is the pre- 
\ailing material, but aluminum is making 
rapid strides into popular favor. Alum- 
inum has the great advantage of light- 
ness, 'which is more essential here than in 
any other part of the engine, because at 
this point the greatest burden of inertia 
must be overcome. In the beginning 
there-was a great deal of trouble with 
the use of aluminum pistons 
Tne de- 
signers ha\e discovered that if ribs are 
provided, the heat may be conducted away 
from the piston head and this hg.iter 
metal will stand up as well as the heavier 
cast iron. The elimination of a part of 
the heating propensity, also reduces car- 
bonization. 
It was found that with aluminum pis- 
tons there was likely to be a certain 
amount of so-called slapping before the 
motor warms up. T.iis was due to the 
fact that owing- to the much greater co- 
efficient of expansion in aluminum, it 
was riecessarv t o allow greater clearances. 
Therefore, until the metal became heated 
and expanded, a certain amount of slap- 
pin<r was inevitable. 
This slapping is not noticed in present 
installations. 
If the -water in the cooling 
system should get low. excessive heating 


type 
Further, if t.ie composition of these 
pistons is not right, trouble will ensue 
speedily, hut todav there is little to be 
feared on this score because the manu- 
facturers have well learned the.r lersons 
in composition and design 
In case Tihere aluminum pistons are 
not desired or cannot be fitted, it is pos- 
sible to get a fair degree of lightness 
by drilling the ordinary cast iron piston 
Diillmg- the piston must be carried out 
not only -with skill but with a full under- 
standing' of just w.iat the requirements 
of the case are. It Is common practice 
to drill the ordinary piston in two Or 
three places to secure drainage of an ex- 
cess of oil, which has been getting- into 
the combustion chamber. Frequently the 
lower piston rine groove will be bored 
with a number of small holes to permit 
draining. The practice of fitting a wiper 
ring in the lower groove to remove ex- 
cess oil from the cylinder wall and dis- 
tribute it evenly, is often resorted to 
In 
cases where the pisfons a?e not provided 
with oil grooves, these can be cut and w ill 
usuallv help in cases where there has 
been habitual trouble with the lubrication 
of the cylinders 
- 


LEAKY PISTON RINGS. 
Many car owners have had tro_uble with 
leaky piston rings, which permit an ex- 
cess of oil to work its way into the com- 
bustion chamber, while at the same time, 
the fuel is passing down into the oil res- 
ervoir. 
This produces a double waste, 


of oil and of gasoline, in addition to im- 
pairing- the operating qualities of the 
car 
At the same time compression is 
reduced and the power of the ensine is 
materially impaired and'w.iter is allowed 
to collect in the crnnkcase. mixing with 
the oil and tending to destroy its lubri- 
cating value 
To meet these conditions ther* have 
been placed upon the market within the 
past couple of years a number of patented 
rings of various types, each one claimed 
to solve the entire problem at one fell 
"rooop 
Some of these special rings are 


crood and others are certainly no better 
than the ordinarv split variety 
Secondlv 


the best of them must be properly fitted 
to gi\-e satisfactory results 
Therefore, the car owner who birrs 
patent'rings, puts them in and considers 
the job done may have an unpleasant 
=urnri°e rominsr 
to 
him

advice him to have "nis new rings fitted

In connection with American business 
letters to foreign countries," said Secre- 
tary Eedfleld. "The volume of our for- 
eign business mall 
Is very large. 
It 


reaches many who doubt our success 
and many who are at heart against us. 
I am sure that, every foreign business 
man who opens an American letter Is 
quick to detect even the slightest Indica- 
tion of the writer's feelings o.n the con- 
duct of the war and Its outcome. 


"It is of the utmost Importance there- 


fore that the American business letter 
braathe confidence in «very line. If the 
manufacturer or exporter feels that he 
has a Just grievance against restrictions 
Imposed on his trade, by all means let 
him go right to headquarters and reg- 
ister as emphatic complaint as he feels 
Is justified. But he certainly should not 
carry the matter Into these business let- 
ters. It Is sure to create an entirely er- 
roneous Impression In some minds. 


"Let the American business man make 


known to the whole world that he Is for 
this war and that he Is going to see It 
through, regardless of inconvenience, loss 
of trade, loss of money, or anything else. 
Every manufacturer ought to( be fear- 
less in expressing his sentiments even 
though he may be writing to a concern 
whose sympathies he may suspect are 
not wholly with us.

Business Is Good in War Times 


What will be the effect of the war 


upon retail'trade 3n this country? 


That Js one question that Is being asked 


more often than any other. 


"What effect will the" war have upon 


the regular lines of merchandizing in 
this-city and In the cities round about? 


The pessimist has had one story and 


the optimist another, but neither story 
has been based upon anything with a 
positive foundation. The boomer and tho 
glccmer are «ach equally unreliable, and 
the only safe guide for the retail mer- 
chant 
Is 
the 
actual 
experience of 


European nations under conditions that 
vns -will have to face. That there will be 
changes In the conditions of a few years 
ago Is recognized, but these changes will 
only be those Incidental to changes In 
kind of production and not in general re- 
tail merchandizing. 


The experiences In England are, per- 


haps, the best test of what we can ex- 
pect to face here. The conditions In 
England are. more nearly like those In 
this country, and the tastes and acts of 
the people of Great Britain correspond 


more nesrly to those In this country than 
do those of any of the other allies. For 
that reason a report made by Robert P. 
Skinner, consul general of the United 
States to Great Britain, as to the retail 
trade conditions In Great Britain at the 
present time is of the utmost Interest. 
This report Is made under date of Febru- 
ary 7 of the present year, after Great 
Britain had been at war with Germany 
for three years and a half and after the 
United States had entered the alliance 
almost 3. year before. 


This report makes it clear that retail 


trade conditions have beei/ good and not 
poor. In fart, the report says "the gen- 
eral retail trade during the past year has 
been good, and In some respects strik- 
ing." If that condition exists In England 
after almost four years of war, the same 
conditions can be expected to exist in 
this country after only one year of war. 
If retail trade conditions can be "strik- 
ing" In England after nearly four years 
of war, with the limited resources of the 
Island of Great Britain In raw material, 
then certainly the conditions In this coun- 
try, with Its vast stores of raw material. 


with which to feed Its factories, will b« 
proportionately better. 


In other words, Consul General Bldnner 


says that "business is gooA" In England 
In spite of the war, and It li Quite Bate 
to assume that "business Is good" In the 
United States and will continue, to be 
good despite the war. 


This Is th« portion of Consul General 


Slclnner's report that should be read by 
every man doing business in this greatly 
favored east bay district: 


HIGH WAGES STIMULATE RE- 


TAIL TRADE. 


Trade in all branches is now strictly 


controlled by the government, which 
prescribes what may b« Imported and 
what may be exported. Notwlthstand- 
ing restrictions the general retail 
trade no doubt during the part year 
has been good, and In tomit rctpects 
ctrlklnu, owing to the relatively high 
wages paid to the working c'asse* 
and the somewhat lavish habit* of 
the beneficiaries In disposing of their 
Income5. 


The general position of the Amer- 


ican trade Is, from one point of view, 
less favorable than that of the conti- 
nental trade in this market- Great 
Britain obviously requires every ounce 
of food products and military sup- 
plies which she can obtain from the 
United States. 
Tonnage is limited, 


and the effect has been to exclude 
from all dealings an Infinite variety 
of miscellaneous commodities which 
otherwise would find ready sale. On 
the other hand, there Is sufficient 
tonnage apace for any goods to be 
Imported 
from 
FVance and 
other 


European countries, and the Import 
restrictions therefore apply with lest 
seventy to European exporters to the

EFFECT OF GOVERNMENT RE- 


STRICTIONS. 


There Is naturally much restlveness 


In commercial circles on account of 
the many regulations and the many 
commissions and committees -nhich 
apply these reflations. At the be- 
ginning of tlie year there were 267 
such commissions and committees, of 
v.hlch. for example, «ix dcr't 'M"' 
fish, seven with coal and eight -with 
shipping or shipbuilding. In general, 
these commissions and 
committee1; 


have endeavored to discharge their 
difficult and delicate functions with 
as little disturbance to the commer- 
cial community as possible. Errors 
and Inequalities have been inevitable, 
but, broadly speaking, industries have 
been kept going, labor Kept occupied 
and the population satisfactorily fed 
and clothed. 


It may be stated that until the end 


of 1917 the population of Great Britain 
had not been, subjected to anything 
"more than occasional personal Incon- 
venience, or compelled to Institute 
rigid personal economies. Toward 
the end of the year, however, it be- 
came necessary to ration the com- 
munity as to sugar, to recommend a. 
self-imposed rationing as to bread, 
meat, mlllc and butter, and at the 
end of the year It became evident. 


and Indeed certain, that whll« the 
self-imposed rationing scheme had 
been most helpful it would have to 
be replaced by an official rationing 
scheme for ^hlch preparations had 
been made.

of the nightmares of the Oakland em- 
ployee and the Oakland employer. Hun- 
dreds and thousands of people are com- 
ing to Oakland to work, and nowhere to 
liv«. 
The owners of industrial plants 


want to have their employees comfort- 
ably housed in order that they may stay- 
on the work. Real estate owners are 


But the price of material and the diffi- 
culty of getting building supplies has 
made the housing question one of real j 
concern to all. 


R: H. Bonner believes that h« has 


solved the question, and he has come to 
Oakland with the "ready-cut home" to 
supply the wants of all. The "r«ady-cut 
home" may ba new to Oakland and the 
«ast bay district, but It has long been 
a satisfactory reality to the Northwest 
and all through the Middle States. It 
simply means that at certain great lum- 
ber centers in this country establishments 
have been located for the turning out of 
standard sizes, styles and kinds of bouses.
